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The object of this invention is to provide means 
by which the guide-roll cylinder, which supports 
the wire apron, is made to operate mechanism 
intermediate between the guide-roll cylinder and 
guides at the side edges of the wire apron so that 
the guides will be automatically operated to 
truly and properly guide the wire apron in its 
forward movement, and also to provide means 
by which an attendant will be enabled to cause 
the wire apron to be guided in its forward move- 
ment should certain parts of the automatic 
mechanism become disarranged or out of order. 

Figure 1 represents a plan view of a section of 
a paper-making machine and the improved wire- 
guiding device attached. Fig. 2 isa side eleva- 
tion of the guide-roll cylinder carrying the wire 
to be guided and an end view of the device. 

In the drawings, A A represent the frame of 
a paper-making machine, and B is a guide-roller 
supporting the wire web or apron C, which the 
device is intended to guide as it moves forward. 
Secured to one of the side portions, A, of the 
frame of the machine is the bed or way D made 
preferably with a V-shaped form. Made with 
the way, and extending outward and ina lateral 
direction from the same, are brackets a a, which 
brackets support the shaft b, which is free to re- 
volve in bearings made in the rear ends of the 
brackets. The shaft is held from being moved 
longitudinally by the shoulders of the journals 
of the shaft bearing against the sides of the 
bearings they work in. 

Made wit! e shaft b isa screw-thread sec- 
tion, c. Mounted on the sh a duplex 
ratchet-wheel, E, which is secured from turning 
on the shaft by a feather or spline, d, fixed in 
the shaft and working in a seat made in the hub 
of the ratchet-wheel. 

F is a bearing of the shaft e of the guide-roll 
cylinder or roller B, which bearing is made 
solid with or attached to the bracket H, which 
is pivoted to the shaft b by arms g g’, and is sup- 
ported by the way or bed D, on which 
the lower foot ends of the bracket rests. 
Being thus pivoted to the shaft b and supported 
by the way or bed D, the bracket H is adapted 
to be turned up from a horizontal position. 

The pivoting eye or bearing in the arm g of 
the bracket H is provided with a screw-thread, 
which corresponds with the screw-thread of sec- 
tion ec of the shaft b, and this screw-threaded 
section works in the screw-threaded eye of the 
arm g’. 

Mounted on the upper side of the bracket H, 
and against or adjacent to the bearing F of the 
guide-roll cylinder B is a housing I, in which 
freely works the bar J, which is adapted to be 
moved in either direction transversely to the 
direction of the shaft b. A notch, v, Fig. 1, is 
made in the end of the reciprocating bar J next 
to the end of the guide-roll cylinder B and in its 
side facing. Secured to the shaft of the guide- 
roll cylinder, so as to revolve with the same, is 
the cam-wheel K, formed by an annular flange 
arranged in one direction, slightly oblique to the 
axis of the guide-roll cylinder B, as shown in 
Fig. 2. The cam-wheel works in the notch of 
the bar J, and moves the bar alternately in op- | 
posite directions as the guide-roll cylinder B is 
revolved. 

Pivoted to the end of the reciprocating bar J, 
opposite to its notched end, are dogs n n’, which 
are held and drawn toward each other by a 
spring, and engage respectively with the teeth 
mm’ of the wheel E, accordingly as this wheel 
E is in situation for engagement with the dogs. 

Supported in arms o 9, projecting from the 
way or bed D, is a vertical shaft, L. To the 
lower end of this shaft is secured crank p, pro- 
vided with vertical arms g. Pivoted to the 
upper end of the vertical arm q is a forked pit- 
man, r, which is yoked to a loose collar or 
sleeve on the hub of the wheel E. 

Secured to the vertical shaft L at its upper 
end is the arm M, carrying a clamping device, 
consisting of an upright stud N, provided with 
an oblong slot and set-screw. 

Secured in this clamping device at one of its 
ends is the shifting-bar, the opposite end of 
which .works freely in the sleeve Q, supported 
by the standard Q’, attached to the frame of the 
machine. 

Secured to the shifting-bar P by clamping de- 
vices R R’ are guides T T’, which guides are 
each composed of two rollers, u u, arranged 
and connected with the plate u’ by being piv- 
oted to ears made with the plate. The guides 
thus composed are each pivoted to their re- 
spective clamping devices R R’, and are each 
capable of a swiveling movement. 

Secured to one end of the shaft b is a hand- 
wheel, X, which may be operated in either di- 
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rection for shifting the bearings of the guide- 
roll by hand when circumstances require. 

The manner in which the several parts of this 
device operates is as follows : The guides are set 
near to the side edges of the wire apron, with 
their rollers at such a distance from the same as 
the machine-tender may select. The guide-roll 
cylinder revolves in direction of the arrow No. 1, 
and carries the wire apron to be guided in the 
direction of arrow 2. The cam attached to the 
shaft or journal of the guide-roll cylinder re- 
volves with the same, and works in the notch 
made in. the reciprocating bar, and causes the 
bar to be moved once in each direction at each 
revolution of the guide-roll cylinder and operate 
the bar, so as to carry the dogs to a full move- 
ment back and return at each side of the ratchet- 
wheel. Theratchet-wheel being mounted loosely 
on the shaft and held by its feather so as to turn 
with that shaft, is adapted to move longitudi- 
nally on the same in either direction and 
between the dogs. When the wire apron is 
moving forward uniformly and truly, with 
its side edges in straight lines of direction, 
the dogs will be moved 
back and forth without 
engaging with the teeth 
of the ratchet-wheel. When

respective side edges of the wire apron, and be 
compelled to run with its edges with compara- 
tively uniform lines of movement. 

It should be understood that the wire apron 
does not run around the guide-roll, but is merely 
supported by it, and is affected by the slight 
shifting of its bearing in the manner described. 
Should the dogs from any cause whatever be- 
come disarranged or out of working order, an 
attendant may, by moving the hand. wheel in 
alternate directions, readily direct the move- 
ment of the wire apron. This is a great advan- 
tage, as the machine need not be purposely 
stopped, but may be continued to run until the 
web being made is completed or the usual time for 
stoppage arrives. The support of the bearing of 
the guide-roll cylinder directly over the way re- 
moves all weight from the shaft b, so that that 
shaft is rendered easy to be turned. 

The claims are as follows : 1. In a wire-guid- 
ing device of a paper-making machine, the com- 
bination, with the way or bed D, having arms 
aa and shaft b, having a screw-threaded sec- 
tion, c, and adapted to turn in said arms, of the 
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with the teeth m of the same. 
As the revolution of the 
guide-roll cylinder is contin- 
ued, the cam K will impart 
to the bar J a reciprocating 
movement, by which the 
dogs n n’ will be moved 
back and forth, the dog 1’ 
being out of engagement 
with the ratchet-wheel, 
while the dog n will be 

in engagement with the 

teeth m of the same, and at each return 
movement draw on the teeth and cause the 
ratchet-wheel to be moved in direction of arrow 
6, when the screw con shaft 6 will be turned 
and cause bearing F to be shifted in direction of 
arrow 7. This shifting of bearing will be at- 
tended by a gradual shifting also of bar J and 
its attached dogs n n’ in the same direction, so 
that in a short time the dog n will be out of en- 
gagement with the ratchet-wheel, while dog n’ 
will be thrown into engagement and will operate 
to turn the ratchet-wheel in an opposite direc 
tion, and also operate the screw of shaft b to 
shift bearing F, and also the dogs, in direction 
opposite to arrow 7. 


It will be seen that the dog n operates to turn 
the ratchet-wheel when it is drawn toward the 
wire apron, and moves the ratchet-wheel in di- 
rection of arrow 6; also, that dog n’ operates to 
turn the ratchet-wheel when it is pushed back, 
and moves the ratchet-wheel in an opposite di- 
rection to that indicated by arrow 6. When the 
dogs are operated back and forth, and at the 
same time free from engagement with the teeth 
of the ratchet-wheel, the ratchet-wheel will be 
idle, and there will be no relative shifting of 
parts. When this idle condition of parts exists 
the wire apron is running evenly and uniformly 
straight without its side edges exerting any 
great pressure on their respective guides T T’, 
while when the side edge at guide T bears 
against that guide it will tend to throw the 
ratchet-wheel toward the dog n at engagement 
with the same, when the dog, operating with the 
teeth m, will gradually shift the parts and cause 
the opposite operating-dog, n’, to be carried 
toward the teeth m’, of the ratchet wheel, while 
the dog n will be thrown out of engagement 
with the teeth m. When the side edge of the 
wire apron presses against the guide T’ the 
pressure will operate to slightly move arm M in 
an opposite direction to arrow 4, and cause the 
crank-arm p to operate pitman rso as to shift 
the ratchet-wheel toward dog n’ and in engage- 
ment with the same, when the screw will be 
turned in an opposite direction and carry bear- 
ing F and bar J and dogs n 7’ in a direction op- 
posite to arrow 7, when dog n’ will be released 
from engagement with teeth m’ of the ratchet 
wheel. These alternate movements or reversals 
of action of parts operate to hold the ratchet 
wheel at nearly one situation, and consequently 
it is made to resist the excessive pressure of the 
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bearing F, mounted on brackets H, and sup- 
ported vertically over the body or way and 
pivoted to shaft b, with the screw-threaded sec 
tion c of the shaft working in a screw-threaded 
eye made with the bracket, whereby the bearing 
F will be shifted accordingly as the shaft is re- 
volved, and be supported by the way and be 
adapted to be turned up and off from the way. 
2. In a wire-guiding device of a paper-making 
machine, the combination, with shaft b, pro- 
vided with a screw-threaded section, c, adapt- 
ed to shift the bearing F of a cylinder, 
supporting the wire apron C when that shaft 
is revolved, of cam K, revolved by the cylin- 
der, dogs nn’, operated by the cam, and duplex 
ratchet-wheel E, operated by the dogs, whereby 
the revolving of the cylinder will effect a shift- 
ing of bearing F of the same. 3. In a wire- 
guiding apparatus of a paper-making machine, 
the combination, with the duplex ratchet-wheel 
E, loosely mounted on the shaft b, which is 
adapted to shift the bearing F when the shaft is 
revolved, of guides T T’, connected together by 
the shifting-bar P, and adapted to bear against 
the side edges of the wire apron C, arm M, car- 
rying the guides, vertical shaft L, sleeve ¢, and 
mechanism intermediate between the sleeve and 
the vertical shaft. 4. In a wire-guiding device 
of a paper-making machine, the guide T or T’, 
each composed of rollers u u and plate wu’, pivot- 
ed to clamping-piece R or R’. 5. In a wire- 
guiding device of a paper-making machine, the 
combination, with the bearing F of the guide- 
roll cylinder B and shaft b, having a screw- 
threaded section, c, and adapted to shift the 
bearing when revolved, wheel E, loosely mount- 
ed on the shaft and revolved with the same, 
guides T T’, connected together by the shifting- 
bar P, and mechanism intermediate between the 
guides and wheel E, whereby the former bear- 
ings are shifted, of the hand-wheel X.

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It is now evident that the future of the paper 
industry will in a large degree depend upon the 
use of wood, which is already so extensively em- 
ployed. There can be no doubt that ground 
woody fibre will ultimately have to give way 
to chemical fibre, particularly as the preparation 
of the latter is becoming much simpler and 
cheaper, while at the same time the quality is 
greatly improved. Should it ever appear desir- 
able and practicable that rags shall be replaced 
by other material, it will only be done by chem- 
ically prepared wood-fibre or cellulose, because 
this is the only substance which has the same 
principal properties. Of course this is only true 
for paper of superior quality; for the ordinary 
varieties ground wood will probably continue to 
be used, either wholly or in part. 

At present chemical fibre, on account of its 
cost and difficulty of manufacture, cannot com- 
pete with rags; many improvements have yet to 
be made, and numerous points in the process of 
manufacture to be explained. We will mention 
some of these in order that 
we may also contribute our 
share toward increasing the 
knowledge of this subject. 

L—AGE OF THE INDUSTRY. 
|| The age of an industry 
||| may partly, though not ex- 
|| clusively, be an indication 
of development. If we com- 
pare the use of wood fibre 
| with that of cellulose, we 
| i will find that the invention 

of the latter is older than 
4\| that of the former. This 
| is hardly surprising, when 

, gnsider for how long a 
time chemistry has given its 
special attention to the 
splitting up of organic mat- 
ter into its elementary con- 
stituents. About the year 
1840 chemical fibre was first 
prepared in its free state 
and its properties studied. 
The process of preparation 
could not be carried out on 
a large scale at that time, 
and the practical use of cel- 
5 “ lulose took place much later. 


' 


This was, nodoubt, promot- 

ed by the introduction of 
ground fibre, for while cellulose was known to the 
chemist as early as 1840, itonly had an industrial 
interest after 1852, six years after the invention 
of ground fibre. It may, therefore, be assumed 
that the grinding of wood gave rise to search 
for a practical method for the preparation of 
cellulose, and that we owe the use of the latter 
to the former. 


IL DIFFERENT PROCESSES OF PREPARING CEL- 
LULOSE. 

The first practical process for the preparation 
of cellulose was discovered in 1852, and numer- 
ous other processes or improvements have since 
been invented. In choosing between them, the 
greatest precaution is necessary, for although 
the methods do not differ essentially from each 
other, the differences are sufficient to show very 
varying properties in the products. It is very 
difficult to decide which method is to be pre- 
ferred, as each one claims advantages. For this 
reason it is important to consider all of the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of the different 
methods in order to draw conclusions. Here, as 
in all chemical processes, an inconsiderable 
variation often has‘a decided influence on the 
final product. The various methods do not 
differ in the main points, but in apparently 
slight matters, which must be carefully con- 
sidered. 

III. CELLULOSE FROM CONIFERS AND OTHER 

Woops. 

Just as ground wood-pulp can be made from 
all kinds of wood so can cellulose be prepared 
from all of the different varieties, the character 
of the product varying according to the material 
used, It is not yet by any means decided which 
kinds of wood are best adapted for cellulose. 
An early solution of this problem is very im- 
portant, however, if we are not to continue in a 
wrong direction. Ground wood-pulp cannot and 
must not be considered as a filling material, and 
much less can this be the case with cellulose ; 
that is to say the properties of cellulose should 
be equal to those of the best fibrous material. 
All of the properties of a natural fibre which is 
to replace rags are found better represented in 
cellulose made from conifers than from any 


other kind of wood, these giving a softer and 


more wooly fibre. A fibre, in order to felt well, 
must be of a certain length, and the longest fibres 
are obtained from conifers. We must not be 
guided by the fact that the coniferous woods, as 
a rule, are more difficult to disintegrate and to 
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bleach, but must leave the decision to the quality 
of the final product. As the conifers give the 
strongest and toughest fibre, it is certain 
that, for the preparation of cellulose, they are 
best adapted and most practicable. 

IV.—Youne anp OLp Woop. 

The principal problem in the preparation of 
cellulose is a chemical one, and consists in the 
separation of the real woody fibres from the va- 
rious bodies which cement them together, to 
form wood, in order to obtain the fibres in that 
state of purity necessary for the manufacture 
of paper. The first object, therefore, is to sep- 
arate the incrusting substances, as they are 
called. According to the age of the wood these 
bodies are present in a more or less soluble 
form, the insolubility increasing with the age. 
The plaat juices, as they rise from below, con- 
tain only soluble compounds, which in pro- 
ducing wood are made insoluble. 

Hence, wood is a combination of fibres with 
the incrusting bodies forming a solid mass. Al- 
though young wood contains less hard and in- 
soluble incrusting bodies, and is more readily 
decomposed by chemical means, this advantage 
is only due to the fact that the incrusting com- 
pounds have not yet attained their highest state 
of development. This is, then, also the case 
with the fibres themselves; they appear to be in 
a state of imperfection, and not fully developed 
in length and breadth or thickness. It is for 
this reason that young wood does not give strong 
cellulose. But, as strength must be the chief 
characteristic of any substitute for rags, it is 
certain that it would be improper to use wood 
which is too young, because of the facility with 
which it can be treated. On the contrary, it is 
more advantageous, notwithstanding the greater 
difficulty in the treatment, to use wood which 
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conifers at an age of ten years, but the thickness 
of the stem should also be at least 20 to 40 cen- 
timetres (centimetre equals about 7%, of an 
inch) at the base. Between these limits the wood 
is best adapted for the manufacture of cellulose, 
and it is very important that this fact should be 
borne in mind. The stems should be purchased 
whole, and only those having a diameter of from 
20 to 40 centimetres (8 to 16 inches) should be 
used. This kind of wood will furnish the best 
product, the strongest, toughest and longest 
fibre, without excessive difficulty in the chemical 
treatment. If stems of greater or less thickness 
are to be used, they should be worked up sepa- 
rately, as the difference in the chemical treat- 
ment required would be too great, and the pro- 
duct obtained would not be uniform. The fibre 
from the young wood might be completely dis- 
integrated, while that from the older would not 
be sufficiently acted upon. 


V.—Cavustic Sopa. 

The most practical material for separating 
the incrusting bodies from the fibre is caustic 
soda. Although caustic potash has almost the 
same properties, it is less useful, not only on 
account of its greater expense, but also because 
the caustic soda does the work more readily and 
with greater rapidity and ease. The explana- 
tion of this is found in the composition of the 
wood. As is well known, most of the salts have 
potash for a base, and these are capable of com- 
bining with the soda to form readily soluble 
double salts. This is particularly the case with 
the difficultly soluble potassium silicate, which 
is converted into the readily soluble sodium- 
potassium silicate. By the solution of this salt, 
a number of organic salts, which were previ- 
ously surrounded by a silicious coating, are also 
brought into solution. In dissolving the incrust- 
ing bodies the main object therefore is to remove 
potassium and calcium silicates. How could the 
remaining organic compounds, many of which 
are readily soluble, offer so much resistance to 
solution if it were not for the surround- 
ing silica? This is a novel view of the 
matter, but it is undoubtedly correct. Among 
the organic constituents of wood, the vege- 
table glue, starch, &c., are: readily solu- 
ble in boiling water ; others, such as albumen 
and tannin, require the presence of an alkali, 
with which they form very soluble compounds, 
For the solution of these bodies it would be im- 
material whether soda or potash is used ; but 
the presence of and the necessity of dissolving 
the potassium silicate give the advantage to the 
soda as compared with potash and lime. Lime 
is even injurious ; it makes the fibre hard and 
| brittle, even when present in small quantity. 
This is the case when sodium carbonate is caus- 
ticized with lime unless special precautions are 
| taken. The quality of the caustic soda solution 
should be tested by the addition of a smal! quan- 
tity of acid, after the lime has completely set- 
| tled, to see whether the formation of bubbles of 
| carbonic acid takes place. If the soda contains 
no trace of carbonic acid, it may hold some lime 
in solution, which, during the treatment of the

It is natural for the Massachusetts Yankee to 
think that he can beat all creation, and so it was 
not reasonable to expect that Holyoke would

the Holyoke mills could not make them cheap | 
| July 19, at Burnside, a village about two miles 


enough. But the present cards seem to be worse 
than were anticipated. 

William M. Morrill, the new president of the 
Holyoke Glazed Paper Works, who has assumed 
the management of the manufactory, has had an 
experience of fourteen years in the business, and 
has a very wide acquaintauce with the trade. 

The new mills soon to be put into operation 
in this city, will employ from 600 to 700 hands. 
Holyoke’s growth continues as rapid as ever. 
The city assessors, who have just finished their 
work for the year, estimate the present popula- 
tion at fully 26,000. More tenement blocks and 
private residences have been built this year than 


ever before, and it is encouraging to note that | 


the proportion of houses of a better class is in- 


creasing. The Germans predominate just now | 


among the new-comers, and there has been con- 
siderable increase of late in the English and 
Scotch immigrants. The French from Canada 
and the Irish from Ireland are coming all the 
time. For two years past we have had a Loan 
and Building Association, which is now becom- 
ing pretty thoroughly established. A number 
of mechanics and others have, by the aid of this 


association, already built themselves houses, | 


and it promises to do much more good in the 
future. Other men employed in the mills have 
bought houses in pleasant and healthy locations, 
and there are many signs of a desire among our 
working people to improve their condition. 


While Holyoke continues to grow as in the | 


past, the smart manufacturing village of Turn- 
er’s Falls, of which such great things were ex- 
pected, seems to be at a standstill. The com- 


pany that owns the power is said to be making | 


money from the mills already in operation and 
to be satisfied for the present. The great diffi- 
culty with the place is that the rocky formation 
of the land makes excavating too expensive. 
Canals and wheel pits and mill foundations re- 
quire a great deal of digging, and it is impossible 


| 








to compete successfully with this city, where the | 


soil is gravel and clay, the easiest digging in the 
world. Then it is said that the company keeps 
the price of land too high to encourage general 
building. The village has always been very am- 
bitious, and it is hoped that its growth has met 
with only a temporary check. 

Col. H. H. White, of Manchester, Conn., has 
bought the Franklin Paper Mill at Suffield, in 
that State, and a stock company is to be formed 
to put in new machinery and make manilla 
paper. 

The Crocker Manufacturing Company, of this 
city, is making improvements in its mill, among 
others, building a boiler house for a new 100 
horse-power boiler. 

The interest in base ball increases and several 
of the paper mills and other manufactories have 
their nines, H.

Among other occupants 
burned out were Emil Steffens, lithographer, 
and Robey & Cole, cardboard manufacturers. 
The fire started on the third floor. The total 


loss is estimated at $100,000, which is distributed | 


as follows: Emil Steffens, $25,000, insurance, 
$10,000; Robey & Cole, $35,000, insurance to 
almost the full amount. 

A singular and destructive fire broke out on 


north of Kendall, England, where there is an 
extensive paper mill belonging to James Crop- 
per, M. P. A large quantity of jute ina raw 
state was lying by the side of a railway siding 
in two stacks, about one hundred yards apart. 
While some men were engaged in packing opera- 
tions, both stacks exploded with a loud report 
and took fire. One of the stacks, which con- 
tained 700 bales, was completely destroyed, the 
other was partially saved. It is supposed that 
the jute was ignited by sparks from a passing 


| train. Altogether, about 600 tons were de-

Heat Economy. 





A correspondent of the American Machinist 
says: 

Charles A. Hague, in one of his very interest- 
esting articles, calls attention to heat economy 


| as follows ;: ‘‘ There is a grand mystery yet to be 


solved by steam engineers, viz., Why is it that 
the water in the boiler having absorbed such 
enormous values of latent heat holds tenaciously 
to it, even down to the lowest pressure to which 
expansion can be carried in condensing engines ¢ 
Steam entering a cylinder at a pressure of 135 
pounds per inch above the atmosphere contains 


| 51,191 heat units per pound weight, while steam 


at one pound pressure above absolute, vacuum 
is charged with 1,112 units, a difference of 149 
pounds in absolute pressure and only 79 in heat 
units. But the instant that complete condensa- 
tion takes place the resulting water holds but a 
trifle more than 69 units per pound. If the 
theory is correct, the thing to do is to transform 
the heat into work, instead of allowing it to run 
away in the water.” 


The question is well designed to promote in- | 
vestigation of this important subject, and may | 


lead to a beneficial exchange of ideas. 

Hoping to be benefited by the opinions of 
others, | offer my own views (subject to amend- 
ment and correction), which have been formed 
from reading and practical observation. If by 
“resulting water” Mr. Hague means to include 
the necessary volume of injection water used in 
condensation, at 69 units per pound, | see no par- 
ticular error in his premises.

It is the nature of it, and that is all we know 
about it.

should have done in order to give your readers | 


a fair knowledge of the trade in that country, 
as it was and as it is at present. The student of 


history is aware that in 1782, and after a century | 
of agitation by some of the ablest minds that | 
| that country—prolific of great men, such as 

firm of paper makers in their day, A. C. & N, | 


Swift, Lucas, Molyneux and Flood—secured 
through the patriotic labor of Henry Grattan 
her national independence, with no power on 
earth to make or amend her laws but the ‘King, 
Lords and Commons of Ireland.” 

Up to this period manufacturing of any kind 
was hardly known, and the cause of this was, 
first, a natural antipathy of the people to manu. 
facturing ; and secondly, because of the laws 
enacted by the English parliament for the dis- 
couragement of any or all manufacturing in 


Maguire, then the gov- | 


Ireland except that of linen. But when Ireland 
became a nation, new thoughts and aspirations 
took possession of the minds of all classes of the 
people. It was only then that they began to 
realize the force and wisdom of the advice given 
them by Dean Swift fifty years before, to burn 
everythiug received from England except her 
coal. All industries seemed to start up as if by 
the stroke of an enchanter’s wand. The manu- 
facture of woolen goods, cottons, silk, silk velvet, 
poplin, tabinet, hosiery and paper were started, 

At this time the manufacture of paper was 
very limited, one small mill at Chapelizod long 
since gone to ruin, one at Rathfurnham, and 
one at Boldbrook, in each of which there were 
two vats, employing in the aggregate about 
fifty hands. But a new era had come; every 
man, rich or poor, seemed to have a new life in- 
fused into him ; the rich built new mansions in 
city and country, laid out new parks, and pleas- 
ure grounds, thereby giving ample employment 
to all who were willing to work. The traders 
sought new channels of industry in which to in- 
vest their capital and increase their wealth. 
Many of the best manufacturers in England 
found it to their interest to transfer their busi- 
ness to Ireland, the laws of that country giving 

| them better protection where protection was 
necessary, and freer scope where a relaxation of 
duties was for the benefit of all. Hence, all en- 
joyed an unusual degree of prosperity. Irish 
broadcloth, silk, silk velvet, tabinet, poplin, kid 
gloves, laces, linen, paper and other goods, 
found their way, and in Irish built ships, to all 
parts of the world. 

I have said that in 1782 there were not more 
than six vats carried on in the vicinity of Dub- 
lin. In 1800 there were seventy vats carried on 
to their fullest capacity, giving employment to 
at least five hundred people. Most of these mills 
made the finest writing paper, and in one—Kil- 
leen—mill was made the bank-note paper for the 
Bakk of Ireland. 

In the first decade of the present century Eu- 
rope was convulsed with the wars of the first 
Napoleon. In these wars England played a 
leading part, and to do so, required all the mo- 
ney she could raise and all the men she could im- 

| press into her naval and military service. Work 
was plenty, but able-bodied men were scarce. 
The government required immense stores of all 
kinds of goods; the English manufacturers 
could not supply the demand, hence, notwith- 
standing the annihilation of Ireland’s nationality 
by the Act of Union in 1800, trade prospered, 
and the change was little felt until the peace 
of 1815. 

In 1806, or about that period, Mr. Fourdrinier, 
of Henly Green, Staffordshire, a man of great 
inventive genius, forced by the many strikes of 
| his workmen, turned his attention to inventing 
a machine for making paper. When he had 
succeeded and announced the great fact to his 
men, they laughed him to scorn; but the ma- 
chine became a fact; the wealthy English and 
Scotch manufacturers gladly adopted the new 
principle ; the Irish manufacturers were more 
slow in adopting the machine, and when one or 
two of them in Dublin and Cork did put up ma- 
chines they were at once demolished by the 
workingmen. 

The great turn-out of 1826, called the ‘‘ penny 
job” took place. All mills were stopped; the 
workingmen were supplied with money from 
England and Scotland, and many of the 
masters contributed to keep the men on the 
strike. But the men had to submit, and when 
| all were ready to return to work the English 
| and Scotch manufacturers were supplying more 
| than half of the paper consumed in Ireland. 
| The turn-out of 1832 followed ; this time to re-

| sist a reduction of wages. Again the journey- 
men had to yield, and again the English and 
Scotch manufacturers secured a stronger foot- 
hold on the Irish market. The turn-out of 1838 
completed the destruction of the paper trade in 
Ireland. True, there were three or four con- 
| cerns which had adopted the Fourdrinier, and 
| which fought a brave battle with their English 
and Scotch competitors—namely, John McDon- 
| nell, of Saggart ; Kit McDonnell, of Killeen; 
| Thomas Seercy, of Clondalkin, and Michael 
| McDonnell, of Old Bawn. But they had to 
yield the field to men of large capital—men who 
were always on the qui vive to adopt every new 
principle of machinery and fibre, which enabled 
them to absorb all the trade of Ireland to them- 
selves. 

The making of paper in Ireland is a thing of 
the past. The mills which, fifty years ago, were 
busy with life and industry, are now in ruins. 
| Their mill-ponds are rank with weeds and mud, 
| the raceways are as dry lanes, everything 
| about these once-busy places is hushed as of the 
| stillness of the grave. 

All that has been here written as to the rise 

| and decadence of paper manufacturing in the 
vicinity of Dublin will apply with equal force 

to Cork, Limerick, Galway and Belfast. In the 

| vicinity of these cities were many large mills, 
employing a large number of people. So much 

| for English rule in Ireland. By the Act of 

| Union it was guaranteed that equal laws were 

to be enacted for the government of Ireland as 

for England, but what a “ betrayal.” 

The nations have fallen, but thou still art young, 

Thy gem is but rising when others have set ; 

And though slavery’s cloud o’er thy morning hath 

hung,

We hear nothing of any restriction of the output, 
and the prices will be advanced on September 1 
beyond a doubt.
